THE LAW OF COMMERCIAL RELATIONS. 


Our telegraphié advices from Madrid inform us 
of the meeting held at San Sebastian by the Chamber 
of Centheree of that city with delegates in attendance 
from @Guiptizeoa and pniseay, to petition the Gevermment 


for the adoption of an increase of duties on foreign 


menufastures in the Peninsula,Cuba and Perte Rice,as 


a compensation for the disadvantages.suffered in these 
marketg by the manufactures ef Spain in their compe- 


tition with these of fereign countries. 


Before that meeting took place we had already 
: agreement 
information,even if the reciprocity with the United 
gtates should terminate,of the intention of the mami- 
facturers of the Peninsula to retain their privilege 
of introducing their products into the markets of 


Cuba aid Borto Rico free of duties. 


Thereforé,let it be worth what it may,we must 


7 
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again avow our own aspirations in this matter of the 
Cuban tariff; for if the reciprocity agreement with 


the wnited states terminates by an act of Congress; 


then, we will also recover our freedom of action, whereby 
we may be enabled without yielding to the selfish 


and delirous impulses of the exploded restrictive 


system,to bring about an arrangement favorable alike 


to the insular and peninsular interests,and at the 


same time afferd eur Treasury,by prudent and rational 


means,the revenues needed for its overwhelming neces- 


sities. 


In the adoption of sueh an arrangement we must 
not forget that our brethers ef the Peninsula are 


Spaniards and in need of a yational,prudent and equi- 


table preference; but it is also neeessary and quite 


as just for our brothers of the Peninsula to recollect 


that we are likewise Spaniards,and rightly entitled 


te equal favor and protection with themselves. 


We have no objection to the giving of Spanish. 


preteetion te peninsular industries,se far as may be 


indispensable,in every way compatible with the démands 


of justice; but we also have the right to ask for 
Spanish protection of our Antillean industries, which 

in beth cases,¢ean and ought to be attainable witheut 
great diffieculties,if we mutually lay aside our egoisms, 
exhorbitant pretensions, sectional er geographical 
spirit,and,together,inspire ourselves,in a purely

national spirit,based on distributive justice and 


regard for the Nation's welfare; that is, in behalf 


of the Greater Society,composed of divers Minor 


gocieties,each one of which has the right to live, 


grow and prégper economically,without the interests 


of one injuring the interests of the other. 


But to pretend that all merehandise,8panish and 


naturalized,coming from Spain dro the Island of Cuba 


and Perte Rico,shall still be admitted free of import 


we 
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Guties after the expiration of the reciprocity treaty 


with the United States; to pretend that the present 


system shall become permanently established in these 
Islands,and the ‘eommereial relations of theinsular 
and peninsular tariffseshall continue in the arithmetical 


relation of 0: 70; to pretend for the perpetuation 


of a system in these Islands.worse,nay much worse 
than that established by the Ordinance of 1784, whereby 


sugar, coffee and other colonial products were exempted 


from the payment ef duties on their importation into 
the Peninsula,while at the same time, though tome 


peningilar products were exempted,the greater part paid 


duties en entering Cuban ports; te pretend that we 
must submit te the baneful results of theold and 


exploded restrictive system,and to be cut off from 


commeree with foreign countries; - is to aspire to an 
impossibility. And in that case the Spanish Antilles 
would have a just cause of complaint. The Government 


of spain will never lend itself so unjust ane xaction.

Besides on this last point,we have an important 
declaration. In the conferences held between the 
Colonial Minister and several of the commissioners 
of the Island of Cuba en the subjeet of the change 
of tariff,the Minister expressed himself as follows$ 
"There is an antecedent that at once throws 
"light enough on the subject,and this anteeedent 
"consists in the attitude that Mr.Allende Salazar, 
"here present, and Director of the Finance Divi- 
"sion of the Colonial Ministry,took in the com- 
"mittee on Treaties of Commerce. Them Mr. 
"Salazar, as the organ ef my ideas and of his own, 
*“made every neeessary effort,to obtain an absolute 
*reserve respecting. this problem of our msr- 
"santile relations with the Antillean provinces, 
"succeeding in the seventh clause,that was 
"being debated, that the maintenance of the 
"of Commercial Relations of 1882, should be 
"sidered as of absolute @uration. . This 
*involwed the idea ghat the subject was still a 
‘matter for consideration and that the Colonial 
"Ministry was not yet ready te compromise itself 
"by the expression of any fixed determination; 


"and in that state the subjeet still remains’. 


Therefore, the Gevernment reserved its entire 


liberty of action in this impertént-particular; and it 


eannet new less than underatand that the legitimate 


interests of the Spanish West Indies,as likewise the 
interests of the entire Nation,demand imperatively 
the abolition ef the Law of Cemmercial Relations of 
the 20th of July,1882. It would be necessary to shut 
the eyes to the results of experience,to not aeknow- 


ledge this unavoidable necessity. 


The concessions made by the law of the 30th of 
June, 1882, in faver of our Antillean products,to faci- 
litate their impertation inte the ports of the Penin- 
sula,were,in effeet, annulled bg subsequent dispesi- 
tions submitting them to transitory and municipal 
duties. But the same eannet be said surely of the 
franchises granted by the law of the 20th of July of. 
the same year to peninsular products on their entrance 
into the perts of the Spenish Antilles. The duties 
that they formerly paid were gradually lowered till 
now they are completely extinguished; it being noticeable 
that the transitory ten per centum now collected, 
affect equally the national as well as foreign 


products; results therefore het being altered. 


— 


It is also proper to observe,that by a procedure 
analogeus to the one enployed in the Peninsula, Spanish 
wines though exempt here from import duties,still are 


made to pay heavy taxes. 


The official statistics ef the exterior ecammerese 


of Spain for the year 1891 give the ameunt of the 


imports and exports of Peninsular trade with Cuba in 
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the following terms?

The difference in the trade carried by Spanish 


over foreign bettoms is likewise remarkable. 


pRere is,therefore,a manifest annual inequality 
in our commereial relations with Spain, against us te 


the extent of $15.518.042.60. 


As an additional proof,we take the following data 
from the same statistics,regretting that we cannot 
compare them with those of 1882,the year in which 


beth laws were adopted.

This proves that the present legislation has 
favored the commeree of Spain with Cuba te the extent 
of a yearly inerease of ten millions of dollars,while 
Cuba has only been benefitted in 1891 to the sum ef one 
hundred thousand dollars,which by this time will 
surely have disappeared, leaving a deficit in its place j 
as preved by the following data furnished by Mr.Demetrio 


Perez de la Riva. 


In 1892 bhe custom house of Spain collected for

There is no equality therefore in the results de- 


rived from the present system. There is an absence 


of reeiprocal benefit,an inequality in the exchange 
of imports and exports between the peninsular and 
insular provinees. This by itselr is suffieient te 
justify the desire that the present system be subs- 
tituted by another that,while favoring the real 


products of the Peningula,should,alse,favor the products 


of the Antilles,which likewise form an integral part 


of the Spanish nation. But we can prove, besides, 


that the continuance of the said law,without helping 

our products in any way,injures our insular Treasury, 
our agricultural interests; as well as the real manu- 
factures,commeree and navigatien ef Spain,as ef these 


previnees,and eventually the national Treasury.

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THE LAW OF COMMERCIAL RELATIONS. 


On expressing our judgement as to the results 
of the misnamed coastwise trade between the Mether- 
Country and her West Indian sugar islands,we are 
going te state,not only our own impressions,but shall 
alse make use of data colleeted from that furnished 
the Colonial Minister on the occasion of his eonferences 
with the Cuban Cemmissioners in regard to Tariff 
Reform. In s@ grave and important a matter,we desire 
that our judgement be strengthened by the authority 
and prestige of the Chambers ef Commeree of Havana 
and santiago de Cuba,the merehant's League, the 
Eeonomic Seciety of Friends ef the Ceuntry,the fermer 
Committee on Tariffs and of the Beard of planters: 
corporations all composed of men,who tegether with 


their seientific attainments possess respectability 
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of eharaeter, undoubted patriotism, and a practical 
knowledge enabling them to point eut the defests and 
inconveniences of seo unbalanced a system. In this 
exposition,we shall interprete,frem eur own stand 
point,the ideas ef those corporations,and at times 
we will textually repeat their conceptions as emitted 


by themselves. 


The so-called coastwise trade has brought no 


benefit whatever to us West Indians. 


Our exports te Spain far from increasing, have 
diminished and now tend to &@ total stoppage, beeause 
of the exemption ef impert duties in Spain on Spanish 
West Indian products having been counter-balanced by 
the imposition ef transitory and municipal taxes on 
their consumption,making their condition there worse 
than before. Neither are the products of Spain any 
eheaper in our own market. The free admission here . 


of Spanish produets has net lowered in the least the 


prices we pay for them. Those articles continue at 


the same prices at which they ruled befere the adop- 
tion of the law enaeting this misnamed coastwise 
trade in 1882,for if some priees have dropped others 
have risen. The producers of the Peninsula,under the 
belief,apparently,that they possess an exelusive 
monopoly of our market,disdain to grant any advantage 


through lewer prices,which should have been the 


3. 
natural consequence ef the free admission of their 
goods into our markets. But,besides this failure 
of the Island te reap any reciprocal benefit from 
this measure,there are other lesses befalling us from 


it. 


In the first plaee our Treasury is deprived, by 
the free admission here of peninsular preducts,ef 
its former yearly income from custems duties, reaching 
aceording to the estimates of the Merehant'’s League, 
to an amount approximating te 3.000.000,though in all 
probability the damage is much larger from this 


souree. In eur judgement it reaches $5.000.000. 


Under the present tariff,the payment of import 
duties on peninsular and foreign produets,respectively, 
is expressed by the following arithmetical relation, 

O : 70,er more,perhaps much more; beeause the very 
high rates of this tariff afe not uniform, and, there- 
fore,allew ef ne exact means of correct calculations 
upon the whole,nor permit any ether qualification than 
that of being insupportable. It is net strange, then, 
that foreign manufacturers,to evade such enormeus 


taxation,try to introduce their goods into our markets 


disguised as Spanish products,under a peninsular 


dressing,so as to participate in the franehises 
granted to national products. In appearanee, imports 
inte Guba frem Spain have increased; but this in- 


erease is explained by the nationalization there of 


4 
the agrieultural and manufactured products ef foreign 


countries. 


It is manifest,therefere,that the Law of Commer- 
cial nitnidees ineludes an ‘incentive to fraud and 
smuggling,as experience daily proves and as was 
evidenced by a letter read in those conferences with 
the Colonial Minister by a Cuban Commissioner, in 
which propositions were made for a@ distribution of 
the gains that might arise from the fraudulent admission 
ef english goods into our ports,as Spanish merehandise. 
Those who suppose that administrative measures ¢an 
prevent smuggling err egregiously. The thirst for 
lucre suggests the means for the evasion of the law: 
cupidity always finds facilities fer eseaping danger 
and covering appearaneeg. There is only one rational 
and efficient remedy for obtaining the @esired result. 
That remedy consists in depriving fraud of the in- 
centive it finds in the one venue differences found

in the formula of 0 : 70; or more. 


We,the West Indians,also,lose in another way;

beeause in order to cover the enornpus deficit from 
customs receipts, the Government has erroneously 
believed it neeessary to inerease the rates ef tariff 


duties,and te burden our manufaetures and all the 


manifestations of our wealth with onerous internal 


taxes. This explains the exaggerated quotas on personal 


i 
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lieenses, the increased taxes on the large cigar 
factories,and the internal tax proposed on the sugar 
industry of the island,and on our other products of 
human industry. And along with this loss which we now 


deplore,we have also to lament the exposure the Govern- 


mont makes @f itself te thé attaeks of publie opinion, 


which cannot look on the severities ef the exehequer 
without expressing its censure,particularly when 
they are put into praetice for the purpose of unjustly 


favoring private interests,net of those of the nation, 
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but of a few individuals. 


Our agriculture,industry and commeree also 
suffer; beeause of the discouragement of direct trade 
with fereign countries,the vessels of other nations 
only being able to eome here in ballast,will natually 
exact higher freights for earrying the products of the 
Island; thus making the shipment of our exports, and 
the legitimate operations of our industry and commeree 
adiffieult,from this increase of shipping expenses. 
This will end by shutting,if it is not already about 
to do so,foreign ports against the sugar, tobacco, and 


other Antillean productions; fer it is evident that 


the vessels of another nation bringing foreign mer- 
ehandise here,would have to carry back our productions, 
as an inevitable consequenee of international ex- 


changes. The first economic necessity of every producing 


6. 
country is to find markets for its products, and the 
easiest and most simple means of satisfying this ne- 
eessity is to open its own markets for the sale of 
the products ef ether countries. From having forgetten 
this plain truth, we ute ae other market now for the 


sale of our products than that of the United States. 


It should not be forgotten either that the dif- 
ference of import duties en raw materials paid in 
spain and Cuba is so enormous, that there are articles 
so overburdened that they pay fifty times and upward 
meré in Cuba to manufacture than what they pay in Spain; 
thus the cost.of production on the same article here 
is so much the greater thanthere,that it is impossible 
for the Island to compete in its manufacture with the 


Peninsula. 


But the most noticeable facet of all is that every 
effert made for the purpose of favoring the produetions 
ef Spain gives a contrary result. We have already 


shown that the increase of imports into this Island 
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from Spain is only apparent, indeed, fictitious: the 


largest part ef the imports making up that increase 


being ef foreign origin,and fraudulently nationalized 
in Spain. We will now remark,if thereis any real 
profit for a few peninsular producers, because of their 


enjoyment of a monopoly in the Spanish west .fndies 
| 


and alse an illegitimate gain accruing te.those engaged

in the nationalization of foreign goods in Spain, that 


the genuine interests of the Nation:have been losers. 


The intreduction of foreign merchandise into Spain 
solely for the purpoge @f nationalization and its 
free admission,as eof Spanish preductien inte Cuba 

and porto Rico,exerts within her own house a terrible 
eempetition against the legit imate manufeeturing 
interests of the Peninsula, beeause benumbing her 
industrial energies,as it were,under the sophorifie 
influence of monopoly,in plaee of awakening these 
same energies, through competition, towards improvement 
and progress in the mechanic and manufacturing arts 
of the Nation. It mustnot be forgotten either that 
at the time of the diseovery of Ameriga,Spain had 


20.000.000 of inhabitants and great industries in 


operation at Seville, Valladelid,Tolede Medina del 


gampo,Barcelona and in other plaees. It mustnet be 
forgotteg either that when Gentinental Ameriea was 
lost te Spain,her population did net exeeed 10.000.000 
and her industries were null or insignificant. All 
this was the effeet of the restrietive system applied 
by. the fiseal legislation te Spanish America; a system 


that some wish now te resuscitate,indirectly but 


always prejudicially. The freedom of trade has, also , 
been beneficial to Spanish bottoms beeause before, on 
their return voyages to Eurepe, they had to leave here 


ano enter the ports of the United States in ballast, 


but new our merehant marine competes with that of 


the United States in the carrying trade between them 


end the Islands of Cuba and Porto Rico. 


A distinguished french manufacturer replied 
to others,engaged in the attempt to bring about a 
monopoly for themselves under the disguise of protestion: 
"The best means of competing with the products of 
"foreigners is to adopt their improved systems of manu- 
"facture; introduce and make use of the same machines 
"and the same instruments which they use". This 
sound advice is disregarded by those who pretend that 
the peninsular manufacturers must continuete enjoy 
a monepoly that deprives them ef all stimulus, and 
reduces them to a state of inferiority, when compared 
te these of foreign countries. After four hundred a 
years of protection,when the system of restriction and 
monepoly only resulted in destroying the flourishing 
manufactures that Spain had in 1500,protection is still 
Gemanded. All right: we do not wish to refuse it to 
the genuine national industry; but we do desire that 
that protection shall not favor fraud; that it be 
prudent and rational,and that it may also extend to 
us,who are as much spaniards and as worthy of encourage- 


ment,as our brothers ef the Peninsula. 


On taking, therefore,a resolute and decided stand 


to ask according to our Program for the abolition of 


o 9. 


the Law of the 20th of July,1882,we are not inspired 


by a sectional or geographical spirit,we do not defend 


interests purely local,to the contrary we aspire solely 
to the attainment of a solution eminently national. 
That law brings us no benefit,but unquestionable harm, 
for in one way or the other it always operates in 
detriment of the national welfare. Our mereantile 
relations with the Peninsula should be established on 
bases harmonizing the peninsular with the inmlar 
interests,so as to favor each in the mutual exehange 
of products,and through these at large,with the com- 
mereial world. In this manner the pelitieal ties 
binding the Spanish Antilles with the Metropolis will 
be made stronger and stronger, redounding in benefit 

of their conmeree,without injury to that of the penin- 


sular provinces.

My dear Sir: 


Yeur letter of the 28th of May last en- 


closing a complaint addressed <o our Minister to Spain 
by Mr.Eduardo L.Alfense of Matanzas has been duly 


reesived. 


Upen investigation I find that Mr.Alfonse was 
naturalized as a citizen of the United States in the 
year 1855 ; and has been living in this his native 
country since the year 1857 or 1858,witheut showing any 
intention of returning to his adopted ceuntry te re- 
sume the obligations of an Ameriean citizen; his 
citizenship, therefere,is similar to that of other 
natives long residents ef this country whese naturali- 
zation in the United States has been referred to and 
Geclared forfeited by the Department of State. 

Besides,the son who he complains was killed with- 
eut provocation, was,as I understand,an empleyé ef the 
insular @fovernment; and,therefere,a spanish subjeet. 


Mereover, even granting that his naturalization 


may net have been forfeited by his leng and continued 


residence in his native country,still I cannot eenceive 


that an American citizen can properly call on our 


Ministers Plenipetentiary for such services as he asks 
from our Minister te Spain with any more reason or 
right than the eitizens and subjeets of ether countries 


can ask from the Ministers of their respective countries 


at Washingten in their behalf in preceedings ef eases 
going from state courts on appeal to the Supreme 
court of the United States. 

Frem this view of the matter I have filed away 
the complaint ef Mr.Alfense,as the measure seeming most . 
advisable on the part ef this office under the terms 
of your letter.

Permit,to say that I made a full report on the subjcéet 


which will be found in the February Number of @ensular Reports 
No.161, page 346 from whieh I quote as follows:-"During the 
year 1892 the amount of Iron ore shipped from this eonsular 
Gistriet was 341,050 tons,and for the first six months of the 
year 1893, the amount was 273,000 tens". 

During the last six months of theyear 1893 the amount 
cof Iron ore shipped was 102,414 tons all of whieh went to Bal- 
timore or Philadelphia. 

As to the prospeet of shipments of Iron ore for the eom- 
ing year, much in my opinion depends on the removal of the 
present tariff on that product,the indieations being that the 
shipments will,ecease entirely unless the tariff on Iron is re- 


moved. 
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"During 1892 there were shipped to the United States from 


this sonsular district 18,851 tons of Manganese,and during 


the first six menths of the year 1893 the amount transported 
was 11,640 tons.* 

During the last six months of the year 1893 the amount 
of Manganese ore shipped was 2,815 tens all ef whieh went to 
the port of Baltimore, Md. 

The shipments of Manganese are likely te inerease from 
year to year. A new rail read is new being built which will 
take about ten months te eomplete. This road will reach the 
most important mines of the Island,and the ewners elaim that 
they will then be able to meet all demands.

We have said with frequency: it is mecessary for 
the country to seriously occupy itself with the pre- 
sent march of its material interests,for if it does 


not we will unquestionably be overtaken by an economic

disaster,- commercial and industrial,from which we

may ‘need . many years to recover,- granting that a 


a 


new country like ours cannot be doomed to disappear 


entirely and forever from the commercial world. 


For many years we have been struggling against 
great difficulties; for mmy years our products have 
been encountering periodic checks to their esay and 
profitable sale in the conswning markets of the 
world; for some time past the situation of our monsy 
market has been inspiring apprehension. But as we 
have been partially allaying its symptons by the use 


of remedigs more or less empiric,we have allowed 


ourselves to be gatisfied,and have not sought,or 


2 
claimed or puregued with due constancy or tencity 
an efficient solution to the several problems pre- 
senting themselves,- som times with relation to our 
sugar industry,and at others regarding that of our 
tobacco,arising at times out of the scarcity of money 


and again from the state of our foreign exchanges. 


But as the questions that affect the life itself 
of a whole people,cannot be eluded by closing the 
eyes to them,nor made to disappear by delaying their 
arrangement,what naturally had to take place has 


taken place,and that is,that at the present time we 


find ourselves in full crisis,not only from one but 


from both of our principal productions, sugar and 


if 
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tobacco,which are traversing an afflictive situation 

at the same time: not oniy because of the adverse 

rates of foreign exchanges,but also from the scarcity 
of ready money,to such a degree that it might be said 
that all the ~evil gentuses have conspired against 
us,were it not just to confess that some res;onsibility 
incumbs us all in the painful state to which our 
affairs have arrived. 

It is useless ,fruitiess,and it would be wrmg 
for us to try to conceal this truth. It is manifest 
to all that our tobacco has lost its former markets. 
As we have affirmed on other occasions,we stiil have 
nearly all of the last two crops yet in store. With 


respect to sugars,prices are falling to an alarming 


3. 
extreme,while we yet have cane in the fields sufficient 
for two months grinding,at the least,and our buyers 
appear to be as abundantly supplied,as we are anxious 
to produce in abundance. No perentory necessity, 
therefore,will urge them to buy our sugars,especially 
if we take into consideration the scarcity of money, 
together wiih the fact that the rates of foreign 


exchanges are against us. 


That is the situation: It has nothing encouraging 
neither for our sugar nor tobacco planters,nor for 
our cigar manufacturers. Nevertheless,we have de- 
even 
clared it,and it is well to repeat ,to the point of 


satiety: when sugar and tobacco do not find ready 


sale,what branch can prosper of the business of this 


Island? If the planter does not sell,he cannot pay 
the merehant,the banker,the laborer. If the mer- 
chants and pate a not fill their obligations at 
the time agreed upon,which is always during the crop 
season,how can their operations be continued,their 
credit sustained,and thembusiness follow in full 


activity? That is the awful problem. What solution 


can it have? None on those terms. None,if we believe 


for a moment that we can,either now or hereafter, live 
without producing sugar and tobacco,or without selling 
them after they are produced. Therefore,we believe 
that we mist look face to face at this question,and 
not dissimulate its gravity; and starting from this 


double base,we must acknowledge that we cannot live, 


4. 


now without selling our sugar and tobacco,and not 
finding at present any remunerative market for inne 
two articles,we shall soon have to search for ani 
choose soon the means of surmounting the difficulties 


now in the way of our prosperity. 


Many of our planters and cigar manufacturers, 
many of our merchants and bmkers are at present 
turning their eyes towards the Government of the 
Mother Country,asking for the salvation oftheir 
interests. They are not wanting in reason. yn theory 
they have an over plus; for all civilized people 
constitute governments,for the watchful care of their 
interests,the increase of their production,the de- 
velopment of their commerce,the security of their 
monetary circulation,the normal evolutions of all the 
branches of their wealth; and here,where we live 
under a system of plenary centralization,where the 
public Power regulates,limits,all the acts of the 
ci tian, reatricting the spirit-of enterprise,cur- 
tailing its action; there exists more right than 
anywhere else to claim the intervention of the Govern- 


ment in behalf of each group forming part of the 


general mass. 


But why forge illusions to ourselves? What kind 


of aid gan we expect from the metropolitan powers? 


We have the right to claim everything. But would it 


not be a loss of time to employ it in that way? For 
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5 
is the actual impotence of the Metropolis to remedy 
its own troubles not patent to every one? With its 
crisis from want of markets. for the sale of its products, 
crisis in its internal trade,crisis in the rates of 
foreign bills of exchange,scarcity of gold; of all of 
this peninsular Spain suffers to-day as much as our- | 
selves,without its governing classes,notwithstanding they 
live in direct contact with those painful realities, and 
with full knowledge of their origin and growth, being 


able to remedy them. 


How can it be sanely expected that their inter- 
vention in our affairs can effect anything for the 
better when they do not even understand our questions, 
nor see nor feel our troubles,nor are closely affected 
by the financial disturbances from which we suffery 
and Owhich we now - lament?. This, indeed,would be 


an act of innocence abroad. 


Anc yet,something must be done to get owselves 
out of this unendurable situaticn. We do net wien to 
commit suicide,is it not so? Therefore it is necessary 
to make a event and a heroic effort,to not fall into 
the abyss to which we are being carried on by events. 
Not being able to confde in the intermention of others 
for our salvation,let us try it ourselves,at least 


let us attempt ite 


Those planters who are oppressed without money, 


without credit and almost without hope, though they 


have sugar in store; those owners or those who have 


6. 
advanced on stock of tobacco,and suffer from the 
like troubles,those mrchants looking out anxiously 
on the future prospect of collecting their credits 
from the debtors on the appointed day; those bankers 
whose business is paralized by the scarcity of money 
and the decline in rates of foreizn bills of exchange, 
- should not,nay,must not cross their arms,nor sigh 
as though impotent,nor lament as women abandoned to 
fate; but come toegether,concert among themselves as 
to the best means of finding a solution to our vital 
problems, and once found, regardless of all political 
idea,of all secnoe@l inspiration, impose it on whomever it 
may be. we must not mince matters,as vulgarly said. 
we are on the brink of the abyss. If things continue 
as they now go,within a few months we will witness a 
general bankruptcy of the great interests of the 
Island; and as anything is preferable to the move- 
ments engendered,without order and comcert,not from 
the action of ideas,but by the unhingement of the 
general interests,we are urged each and all to take 


upon ourselves the obligation to overcome the immense 


difficulties against which we are now struggling,ana 


from which it is necessary for us to extricate our- 
selves,if we wish this country to com inue to be 
habitable for civilized people,anxious to procure 


their welfare,through honorable labar. 


Meet,then; to renew the agitation of all the 


threatenec interests,that mustnot resign themselves

ON THE BRINK OF THE ABYSS. 


Experience has shown in a conclusive manner that 
the Government here,in whatever relates to the manage- 
ment of the interests of the country,has always needed 
public opinion to spur it on,to examine for it all 
questions of moment,to find their solutions,to pro- 
pose and even to impose their adoption on it. Our 
bureaucracy has never taken here,as happens in other 
countries,the initiation of any reform. Nothing is 
more comfortable for that class than toenclose itself 
in the traditional mould; collect the taxes,as it 
finds them established,pay when there is money,create 
a floating debt when the public till is empty,increase 
the appropiations when these appear to it insufficient, 


drag on the deficits from year to year, and to make 


a loan from time to time,adding thereby some thillions 


to our redeemable debt. 


. Thus it is that the abyss upon whose brink we now 


_ 


find ourselves has gone on deepening. It is certain, 


most certain thet th® negligence 

years the nesessities of our industry and of our ¢com- 
merece have Seen logked ypon,is the — sn cause 
of present ¢vil#, But our buteaucragy, not being res- 
pomgible to thé sountry,c@¥es nething for its welfare, 
because believing that the Treasury and the country 
are two adversaries,that the public Treasury and the 
people are enemies of each other,the interests of the 
one not harménizing with those of the other,and, there- 


fore,in Cuba the bureaucracy has always postponed the 


welfare of the people to the benefit and profit of the 


Administration. To that end the ruling system 


wonderfully lends itself. The Government is more 
than sufficiently armed to empoverish the country and 
carry it on to ruin and desolation. 


the 
But there is no people on,face of the earth that 


has not,in turn,the power within itself,to defend 

and save itself. Now that the Government docs not 
understand our problems,let us look into them our- 
selves. Now that it believes that its mission is to 
sustain abuses,to continue on the rutinary track,to 

the cost of the vital forces of the country,let us 
unite as one man for the carrying out of those measures 
that in OuUr judgement are necessary for the preven- 
tion of the total ruin of the production and commerce 


of this Island, 


On our asking the planters,manufacturers and mer- 


a —— 
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Se 
chants to assemble together,we in no manner desire 
them to meet for the favoring of one political party 
over the other,as has been feared arid insinuated. The 


mission of political parties is certainly not opposed 


to the defense of the material interests of the country. 
In normal times this mission imewsbs them more than 


any one else. 


Bat when,from whatever cause,those parties have 
not been able to foresee and prevent those damages, 
and circumptances become so critical and overpowering, 
as much for the imminency as for the greatness of the 
@angers threatened; it then becomes the duty of all 
who are interested in preventing the catastrophe, to 


unite their efforts,casting aside @very political 


consideration, to aid in the prompt reséue of the country : 
from social evils. This does not alter the character 

of the contest between parties,because a party pro- 

gram limited to the defence of certain interests,of a 
purely material kind,cannot @isturb the constitution 

of parties really worthy of the name,and interested 


in the welfare of the country. 


To all those considerations that might be invoked 
against the line of conduct we advise,the reply is 
victoriously given that we cannot longer continue 
as we are now going. If we do not find the means of 


selling our sugar and our tobacco,there is no doubt 


that before this year comes to an end we will find 


ourselves surrounded with all kind of calamities. 


4. 
Nothing will be secure here,neither peace nor public 
order, for it must be taken int o account that the ruin 
of the planters and merchants will be followed by 
the ruin of the working classes,who for want of earnings, 
after long intervals of foreed idleness,will become 
desperate and will take the stand now held by the 


hungry laborers of Andalusia. 


For all these reasons,and for those explained 
in our article of yesterday we have to insist upon 
the assembling and deliberation of the national re- 
presentatives of our agricultural,manufacturing and 
commercial interests. Nothing that conflicts with 
present party politics need be the subject of discussion; 
the monetary question,that of exchange,that of sugar 
and tobacco; those matter are sufficient to absorb the 
attention of those representatives. And we can all go 
without fear to that Assembly in representation of our 
material interests; because if it sueceeds as we firmly 
trust,in remedying their critical state,the public 
mind,freed of its present apprehensions,can then 
apply itself quietly in the search of a satisfacbhory 
solution of those other problems of an exclusively 


political nature. 


The present confusion arisey,in good part, from 


the anxiety we experience from or present financial 


difficulties. At the brink of the abyss men do not

discuss placidly about systems more or less philosophic. 


Let us ward off the danger of the moment,without the 


fear that party struggles will be injured by relief 


from our present economic troubles. To the contrary: 
a people that can once labor untrammelled and find an 
easy market for its products will always be able to 


concert means for the protection of its solid interests.

Present. 
Sir? 

His Exeelleney the Governor General having been 
imformed of the letter which in compliance with ins- 
truetions of your Government you were pleased to address 
him on the 6th instant relative to the pretensions 
of the firm of Messrs.Lawton Brothers,to not satisfy 
the amounts they owe to this Department for the 
fines amounting to $850 in which the steamers *Tap- 
pahannok*® and "Margaret*® ineurred in trips to this 
port in the year 1875,His Exeelleney on the proposal 
of this Intendancy General of Pinanee,has been pleased 
to instruet, that a detailed expression be made te 
you of the reasons on which the deeision was founded 
and against which those gentlemen complain and which 


has given oeeasion to.your appresiated letter that [I 


now have the pleasure to answer. 


Te this end, I commence by ealling your speeial 
attention to the only meaning which in our Eeonomie 
legislation is given to the preeept contained in ar- 
tiele 145 of the Customs Regulations and so often 
invoked in this affair,and whose terms expressed with 
so much preeision oblige the eustom house to demand 
the payment of debts due to it within five years 


following from the day they were contracted. 


The Custom House eomplied with this preeept in 
the affair under eonsideration,as proved in the most 
patent mammer by the positive faet that in the same 
year 1875,in which this debt was contrasted in faver 
of the Treasury.Messrs.Lawton Brothers were notified 
for its payment and afterwards reminded for the same 
purpose on the 10th of April of the year 1876,they being 
the first sureties for the payment of the said penalty, 
as determined by article 48 of the game Customs Regula- 
tions,which provides that on the eonsignment of a 
vessel being admitted,the eonsignee becomes thereby 
direetly responsible to the Treasury for the fines 
ineurred by the vessel,though holding its owners 
equally responsible “subsidiarily",that is to say, 
in case the consignee should fail to comply with the 


Obligations for which they have beeome responsible. 


This exaet and legal preeedent being settled,it 


only remains for me to say,regarding the effeet of 
the years passed without eolleetion on the expiration 
of the eredit by limitation,that according to the 
spirit and letter of the legal dispositions that rule 
over the matter in our Beonomie Administration as in 


the Civil, expiration by limitation takes place against 


a negligent creditor,wng@m the terms fixed by them 


to that effect have expired,but never against the 
ereditor who has not caused the debtor to forget the 
payment of the obligation for whieh he was seasonably 


notified. 


And with respeet to the proposition as to whether 
the Authority who gave the deeision in this affair 
against Messrs.Lawton Brothers,observed or not the

I have the honor to most respeetfully enter a 
formal protest against the fine of nine hundred and 
sixty dollars ($960) imposed by you on two hundred (200) 
bags of american flour,shipped by Messrs.Holt and Co., 
of number 95 Broad street,New York city,which arrived 
at this port on February 22nd,1894,by steamship 
"Cienfuegos*® to Messrs.Sehumann and Company,the fine 
having been imposed by you,beeause of an error in the 
bill of lading and certificate of origin. 

I beg to say that sueh a severe penalty,which 
amounts to confiseation of the property can not be jus- 
tififea on any other grounds than that the evidence 
of the fact go to show that the diserepancy was inten- 


tional and made with the design of smuggling a portion 


of the flour into the island in violation ofthe revenue 


laws of his Majesty. 
Jn order to arrive at @true conelusion it becomes 


nesessary tO review the history of the matter,the 
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points whieh have for the most part been urged per- 
sonally before you with the proper documents,both by 
Messrs.Sehumann and Co., and myself. 

On February 14th last Messrs. Sehumann and Co 
eabled Messrs.Holt and Co. “Ship as soon as possible 
200 bags of Sehumann number l,at $400 in eompliance 
with which order Messrs.Holt and Co.shipped the flour, 
which arrived in due time as before mentioned. Aceord- 
ing to the sworn statement of Messrs.Holt and Co.here- 


with attaehed (enclosure number 1) dated February 


24th and duly attested by the Spanish Consul General 
of New York,it appears that the young clerk in eharge 

of filling out the Bill of Lading and certificate of 

origin, for such shipment erred in transposition pounds 

to kilograms,unintentionally taking 100 instead of 200 

as the basis of his calculation,thereby making it ap- ; 
pear that 200 sacks of flour weighed eight thousand 

and eight hundred (6.800) kilograms instead of seventeen 
thousand and six hundred kilograms,the natural weight. 

In looking at the matter it is essential to rememer 
that a large business house like Messrs.Holt and Co, 
most of the details must be attended to by employees 
and that elerks are not infallible,but at times to 
make mistakes either through ignorance or earelessness, 
and that mistakes in transposing pounds to kilograms 


are by means neither new or a rarity. 


The high standing of Messrs.Holt and Co.is such 
as to make their declarations and sworn statements 


creditable and worthy of the highest consideration, 
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Se 
and as any such fraud if attempted could not be suc- 
cessfully accomplished without the eonnivance of 
Sehumann and Co.,it would seem that that the protesta- 
tions and most exeellent reputation of that old esta- 
blished firm of this city,should go far towards re- 
moving any suspicion of doubt in the matter. 

A copy of the United States clearance (enclosure 2) 
dated New York,February 14,1894,duly eertified by Mr. 
D.Hawthorne,United States Deputy Colleetor,in whieh 
the weight in pounds,40.600,is correctly stated,and is 
also submitted as evidence to show that tne unfortunate 
mistake made bythe office clerk in transposing pounds 
to kilograms,for had there been a premeditated purpose 
of fraud on the part of Messrs.Holt and Co,all of the 
papers in the matter would have been made to corres- 
pond and not invite deteetion. Moreover the flour 
was shipped in the usual and customary mamer and came 
directly to the Custom Department here in order that 
the shipment would in all ways comply with the laws 
and regulations of his Majesty& government,and the 
frank manner in which this was done,seems ample 
proof of the honest intent of the shippers. 


In. addition to all this the 200 bags stated in 


the bill of lading,and the eertificate oforigin, the 


amount aetually shipped must in faet mean nothing else 


than the 17.600 kilograms as the sacks of flour used 
and sold in this market weigh 88 kilograms eaen or are 
manifested atthat weight. It is therefore established, 


I believe beyond all peradventure that the discrepancy 


Whieh is the eause of the fine,was due solely,and

beyond all shadow of doubt oe an unintentional clerical 
error,and was not for the purpose of fraud. 

After receiving your attentive communication 
bearing date of February 26th,asking me to aet as 
eonsignee of the flour,inasmuch as it had been re- 
nouneed by Messrs.Sehumann and Co.on aecount of the 
heavy fine imposed on it,and Messrs.Holt and Co,had 
no personal representative,~Y ealled upon you in person 
at the custom house,and offered myself to accept the 
flour for Messrs.Holt and Ce and to pay the lawful 
tariff and any other just charges thereon,but not the 


fine,which offer was refused by you. 


In all sincerity I wish mest strenuously to urge 
that the fine be revoked,as an aet of justice to my 
fellow countrymen,and the mereantile interests of the 
government which I have the honor to represent. fhe 
very friendly relations existing between His Majesty's 
government and my own are an incentive for us to do all 
in our power to maintain that honored friendship and 


te deo all possible for the mutual good. yf do most 


earnestly hope that in reeonsidering thematter,you 
will remove the fine,otherwise my duty will compel: 
me to report the full proceedings to my government, 
whieh I would exceedingly regret any neeeSsity of 

doing.

Your communieation of the 26th of Mareh reeeived 


on the 28th,protesting against the fine imposed by 

this eustom house on two hundred bags of flour, imported 
from New york to the address of Messrs.Sehumann and Co., 
of this plaee,by the american steamship "Cienfuegos* 

on the 23rd of February last,having been examined with 

the two documents aeeompanying it,tegether with the precess 


that originated the fine,I have to reply as follows: 


That en the 3rd line ef the manifest of the steamer 
"Cienfuegos", there appear two hundred bags of flour with 
the weight of eight thousand eight hundred kilos, whose 


consignment was declined by Messrs.Schumann and Company, 


en the 24th of February last. 


It appears also that on the 26th of Pedruary 
last,in compliance with article 67 ef the Customs Regula- 


tions,this custom house offered you the consignment of 


the said flour,which you refused te accept,as shown by 


your letter and its translation figuring respectively 


en folios 4 and 5 ef the process. 


It also appears from the certificate of inspection 
and weight shown on folio 6,that the two hundred bags 
of flour weighed 18.400 kilos; there resulting,therefore, 
a @ifference of 9.600 kiles more than that stated in 


the manifest,and 80 more than stated in your protest. 


Censidering that according to arenvenk 1 of Vv 
article 106 ef the Customs Regulations a merchandise 
is in fact abandoned when the consignee designated 
by the master in the manifest declines the consignment

Considering that as appears on folio 7 to 13 of 
the process,tnie abandenement was declared by this 
custem house,and the sale anneunced on the 10th of 
March and the two hundred bags adjudged te the highest 
bidder,Den Jese Leyte yidal,the 16th efthe same 


menth,without protest or remonstrance from any one. 


Censidering that paragraph 4 of article 151 ef the 
Custems Regulations fixes the penalty ef ten dollars 
for each ene hundred kiles er fraction on the differences 
exceeding 31 per centum that result in the gross weight 
of the packages stated in the manifest,in fulfillment 
eof which this custom house has imposed the fine on 
the two hundred bags of flour for the difference of 


nine thousand six hundred kilos between their real 


weight and that stated in the manifest. 
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Censidering that in the copy ef custem house 
clearance of the ynited states,accompanying your com- 
munication and protest as enclosure 2 there are staied

that the clerk in charge ef shipping said fleur had 


suffered a mistake- a mere clerical errer- te be made 


in the bill ef lading,that the clerk had unintentienally 
mistated the weight ef 100 sacks ef fleur instead ef 


the weight ef 200 sacks,the ameunt actually shipped, 


and that the weight ef the fleur sheuld have been 


stated as 17.600 kiles instead ef 8.800 kiles as was 


manifested in same. Alse copy ef New yerk clearance 
(see enclosure number 5). 
At this time ne advices have been received at this 
censulate frem Messrs.Helt and Cempany explaining the 
matter and asking fer interference,nevertheless,at the 
request ef Messrs.Schumann and Cempany fr immediately 


callec in persen en the collector ef customs. When 
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I saw the cellecter he admitted that he had impesed the 
fine mentioned on the flour and this was my first 
efficial informatien ef the fine. I ma@ breught with 
me the decuments sent by Messrs.Helt and Cempany te 
Messrs.Schumann and Cempany and which the latter firm 
had handed me. These I laid befere the collecter 
tegether with such ether facts as I had been able 

te ebtain from Messrs.Schurenn and Ce,strenueusly 
urging as an act ef justice te Messrs.Helt and Cempany 
and te the mercantile interests of my country that 

the fine be revoked,inasmuch as it appeared without 


the shadew of a doubt that the discrepancy which gave 


erigin te the fine was an unfortunate errer and that 
there had been ne design ef fraud en the part ef the 
shipper’s. It is enly necessary toe state that the 
collecter refused te reveke the fine. Having been 


infermed by Messrs.Schumann and Cempany that they 


understeod the fleur weuld be seld in erder te avert 
such a less [I then offered te accept the fleur,pay the 
tariff thereen and any ether legitimate expenses, 
but net the fine which I censidered unjustly imposed, 
I made this effer because MessrssHelt and Cempany had 


ne pérsonal representatives and ] theught this might 


be the mest amicable plan ef settlement. This offer 
was rejected. 
Upen receipt at this consulate ef a letter from 


Messrs.Helt and Cempany dated March 14th,the first werd 


received by me from that firm,Messrs.Schumannn and 


Company,at my request gave me all the correspondence 
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4. 
which had passed between the twe firms relating te this 
fleur and at the first epportunity thereafter er in 
about twe days after the receipt ef the letter,I 
addressed on the 28th ef the menth a communication 
to the collecter (see copy enclosure number 6) in 
whiten I reviewed the histery ef thematter,the points 
of which had been for the most part been strenuously 
urged in person,pretesting for the removal of the 
fine and stating that unless it was remeved my duty 
would compel me to report the full details te my 
gevernment fer its actien,which meve I weuld exceedingly 
regret any necessity fer doing se. 

In reply te this letter ef pretest I received 
a letter (see cepy enclesure number 7) frem the 
collecter under date ef April 6th in which I am infermed 
that the certain ,let ef fleur was advertised by the 
custom house and en March 16 seld te Jese L.Vidal. 
I had not knewn that the fleur was sold until in re- 
ceipt ef this Letter, and centrary te all courtesy and 
custem,no official netice ef the cellecters purpese 
te cenfiscate the fleur was at any time sent this 
Censulate in erder te enable bhe consul to intervene 
in behalf ef the interests ef the American merchants. 
The letter is an attempt to justify the extreme 
measures taken according to the sgpanish custom resgula- 
tions in force on chis Island. The collector states 
that the weight of the flour (according to the scales 


here) was:18.400 kiles,and errs in stating this amount 


te be 80 kiles more than was set forth in my letter 


ef protest,which weight ii stated should have been 
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5. 
given in the bill ef lading 2nd certificate ef origin 
as 17.600 kiles as per the sworn statement ef Messrs. 
Helt and Cempany,making a difference in fact of 800 
kiles,as will be seen an inmaterial mistake on his part. 
The collecto#r further staies that the ebiaha given 
in the Unasesd states clearance was 40.600 peunds, 
which reduced to kiles at 45 kiles for every 100 
pounds would amount te 18270 kiles,which is by com- 
putation 870 kiles less than the amount manifested 
in the ,nited states clearance. This is an affort te 
make a point where there is net the shadow of a 
basis. I have conversed with several fleur importerss 
this city and have examined the books of Messrs.Schumann 
and cempany,whe probably import mere flour than all 
the other dealers combined,and 7 have net found an ex- 
ception te the fact that the regulation sack ef flour 
shipped to this market is always placed on the shipper's 
manifest er United States clearance at 8&5 kiles,although 
the sacks usually weigh frem ene te feur kiles mere 
than that ameunt. This diffference is permitted without 
fine according to the spanish custom regulataons,article 
151 part of sectien 4, previded that the difference be 
tween the amount manifested and the actual weight 
dees net vary mere ner less than 5 per centum,althouzgh, 
of course,tariff is assessed according te the real 
weight and not accerding te the amount mamifestied. The 


wise purpose of this section was to previde fer any 


reasonable variance ef scales, the breakage ef bags 


and consequent loss ef material,etc, etc. 
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We note: 

The actual amount or weight ef flouy as per 
the custom house pee here- 18.400 kilés. 

5 per cent ef this amount or weight taken 
in accordance with article 15l,section 3 (in part), 
custem regulations for the island ef Cuba- 920 kiles. 

18,400 kiles minus 920 kiles equals 17.480 
kiles,se that if the ameunt shown in the bill ef lading, 
certificate ef origin and United States clearance was 
anywhere between the figures ef 17.480 kiles and 18.400 
kiles the fleur would net be subject te a legal fine 
accerding te the Spanish custom laws in feree on the 
island. This eliminates the question ef weight in the 
United States elearance. I wish te call your attention 
particularly to page 2 ef enclosure number 5 where ad- 
ditional censiderations are given which should be ade- 
quate to cenvince that the error in the bill ef 
lading and certificate of erigin was an unintentional 
clerical mistake and net fer the purpese ef fraud. 

As te the last part ef the enclesure number 6, 

it net being pertinent te the question ef the fine 
and cenfiscation,it may be better net te touch en that 
new. When the new collecter comes I hepe te have the 
rights and dignity ef the ,nited states censulate 
reapestes here without referring the mtter. Mr.pamsden, 


fer thirty years censul here fer Mer British Majesty, 


has had the same experience with the just departed 


Collecter.

His Sxeellency the Intendant General of Finanee 
has been pleased to dictate the following rules to be 
observed in the eolleetion and fiseal inspeetion of 
the tax ereated by article 11 of the law of the 6th of 
August last,on the manufaeture and consumption of pe- 


troleum. 


First: The tax being established on the manufaeture 
anc consumption of petroleum,the owners of factories 
are obliged to satisfy it on the stoeks they have on 
hand in said feaetories and their plaees of deposii; 
though they may have been elaborated before the promul- 


gation of the present budget law. 


Second: The payment of the taxes on these stoeks 
must be made within eight days following the publiéation 


of these rules in the Gazette of Havana. 


Third: Those encharged with the fiseal inspeetion 
of the faetories will give daily acéount of the opera- 
tions of the same in the form furnished in the aecom- 


panying model. 


Pourth: On the Saturday of eaeh week,if not holidays,

or in the contrary case the next working day, the owners 
of the refineries or their representatives will pay 
at the corresponding office of the Treasury, the taxes 
due on the total of kilograms of petroleum produced 


during the week. 


Fifth: The payment will be made in the accustomed 
form,on confrontation with the daily returns of the 


fiseal inspectors stationed at the faetories. 


Sixth: The Colleetors of the Port will also give 
Gaily account of the sums of money colleeted on the 
importation of petroleum refined or prepared for lubri- 
cating,and of the number of kilograms of raw petroleum 
entered the Island,with expression of the names of

Seventh: The faegtories named the prelot @nd the

We,the above inscribed Company,esteblished a branech 
offiee in Havana last year in accordanee with the 
Spanish laws,and in the course of our business engaged 
to fill various orders for the shipment of our manu- 
faeture (lubricating oils) direet from New York to 
the ports of Sagua, Caibarien,Matanzas, Guantanamo, 
santiago de Cube ete. ete. for delivery in time for the 
commencement of the sugar erushing season. 


We accordingly forwarded our instruetions to the 


(United States for the shipment of same to their speeified 


destinations. Shortly after doing so we read a notice 


in the offieial paper “Gaceta de la Habana® dated 14th 


November, stating that the introduction of erude pe- 


troleum oil was to be confined in the future to the 


ports of Havana and Baracoa only,we immediately made

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pend the referred to shipments,and were surprised to 


receive notice from the consignees that the goods had 
arrived but eould not be admitted into any ports but 
Havana and Baraeoa owing to another and later order. 
published in the “Gaceta de la Habana”® dated 2 Deeember, 
stating that any oils derived from petroleum were to be 
imported into Havana and Barae¢coa only. 

We at once had an interview with the ehief of the 
Customs Department,Sr.A.del Moral,who emphatically 
refused to admit the goods although we pointed out to 
him the faet that we had not had time to stop the 


shipments of the goods after reading the last order 


published; after the delay of several days, however, 
they were eventually admitted through the e¢us tom 
houses of the different ports owing to the influence 
of the planters (our customers) who were waiting for 
their supplies,and we were informed that we could not 
make any future shipments to the prohibited ports, 

in consequence of this we have done all our succeeding 


business through Havana only,as Baracoa is so situated 


that it is impossible to import that way to advantages.

treasury; and,that this measure mst redound in favor 
of the spanish sugar islands of Cuba and Porto Rico 


in the same manner that Brazil was benefitted some

AGS GEER “eaten 

One of the genuine bugbears that faces every Admin- 
istration and every Minister of the Colonies is the An- 
tillean imbroglio,that is,the profound economic disor- 
der that has grown up in our West Indian colonies,as the 
sum of the negative results issued from the many reforms 
that without plan or concert,have been applied to those 
colonies,only to give employment in their weaving and 


unweaving to our statesmen and politicians. 


The last crisis,with the departure of MAURA and en- 
trance of BECERRA,places again upon the tapis the most 
important of our colonial problems,for which, aithough at. 
the cost of upsetting siebeihan tie former Minister 
had prepared solutions. And we say that these problems 
have again to be taken under consideration; for unless 
we greatly err, Mr.BECERRA and MR. MAURA represent tenden- 
cies,such as we will not say are opposed to each other, 


but are,at least,essentially different; and this being 


evident, the work already prepared by Mr.MAURA,mmst be 


taken now as useless in view of the projects carried by 


Mr.BECERRA in his portfolio on being sworn in as Minister 


of the Colonies. 


One of the most complex aspects of the Antillean 
problem,is its commercial phase. For Cuba it is a ques- 
tion of life or death,as to the tariff system and com- 
mercial policy applied to it. Ani the United States be- 
ing just at this moment evolving from the prohibitionism 
of McKinley,to the almost free trade of Wilson,it is 


clear end logical that the dommercial relations between Cuba 


: 
and the Great Republic,are necessarily on the eve of a 


radical change,involving perhaps the ruin of immense 


riches. 


Mr.MAURA had thought over this,and addressing him- : 
self to the Chambers of Commerce of our suga™ isiands of 
the West Indies,sought of them information upon which to 
found the new tariff that will now become necessary for 


those islands. Those very excellent corporations have 


fully complied with their duty in this matter,and the 


Cuban newspapers arrived by the last mail steamer,bring 


us extensive extracts from their reports, 


The coincidence of a change of ministry at that very 
moment,and the fact of Mr. BECERRA having become the suc- 
cessor called upon to solve the conflict,move us to re- 
suscitate the solenmm declarations he made in 1890 to one 
of the editors of the "DIARIO del COMERCIO",who purposely 
called upon him for an interview. On our editor then ask- -

ing the present Minister of the Colonies about his pro-

gram and opinion of the law of commercial relations esta- 
blishing a coastwise trade between Spain and our West 
Indies,made,among others not of present interest,the fol- 


lowing observations :- 


The Editor. It is proposed here, ( Spain, .) tao establish 


at once an absolute coastwise trade between the Pe- 
ninsula and the Is¥and of Cuba charging,under a dif- 
ferential tariff.,. or something of that sort,high- 


er duties on all foreign goods similar to those im- 


ported into Cuba from the Peninsula,in exclusive 


benefit of the latter. 


Mr.BECERRA answered: 

I. do not wish to qualify those pretensions as 
egotistical,the right of petition is legitimate and 
just,and besides,when exercised in the defense of 
one's interests it is not.‘enly just,but mmst be 


respected. But I consider that they have not been 


well reflected on. For if the market of Cuba is 
once closed to the entrance of foreign merchandise, 
by the raising of the tariff there,and its delivery 
over as an exclusive monopoly to our peninsular pro- 
ducers--and the free coastwise trade granted-- and 
no revenues coming in from duties-- and the Custom 


houses giving negative results-- that is te say, 


without receipts; then,I ask,how will the enormous 
deficit be met that must take place in the budget? 


And as the revenue arising from the duties on Cuban 


imports and exports is specially pledged fer the . 
annual 


payment of the eight millions and upwards for inter- 
A 


ests on the conversion of the debt and the calling 
in of the notes of the Spanish Bank that were guar- 
anteed by the Supreme Government ; who, then,but the 
nation itself,and by reaction,its own production, 
must ultimately comply with this ineludible obliga- 
tion ? And as to the rest of the deficit,who would 
cover it ? Would the Island of Cuba be allowed to 
create another debt over the enormous one already 
burdening it ? Besides,it would be stupid to believe 
that foreign nations now trading with Cuba,if duties 
are made higher there on their products than upon 
those of Spain,would not retaliate by putting up 
their import duties on the sugars and other products 
exported by Cuba to their markets; and, then, would 

the Peninsula compensate the great damage thereby 
inflicted on Cuba by buying the resulting overplus 

of her creps ? Any proposition failing to give a 
frank and positive answer to these observations,means 
only that the mind of its author wanders in vacuun, 
and departs from a state of reality for another of 
problem and of doubt. These problems must be first 
solved,and once solved,we can then quietly enter into 
the discussion of the subject of unlimited and exclu- 
sive advantages. At the present day,we sell to Cuba 
three times more than we buy from her . Forty nine 
Spanish peninsular provinces supply six Spanish in- 
sular provinces in the proportion of one whole, and 


the forty nine together do not consume more than the 


proportion of one third of that whole. Can any thing 


more be expected of, the Island in its present condi- 


5. 
tion ? And finally can we compel,without inciting 
protest and rebellion,by mere force and imposition, 
the people of Cuba to buy and consume only what we 
may wish to send them, regardless of their preferen- 
ces or necessities ? This would be the same as the 
shop-keeper compelling us,we paying,to consume no- 


thing but what he sells. 


I see that you are opposed to the establishment of 


a coastwise trade between Spain and Cuba and to the 


giving of greater protection in that Island to Span- 


ish products. 


Mr.BECERRA:- No : What I am opposed to is a coastwise trade 
without compensation,and of a tariff to the exclusive 
damage of Cuba,and of my opinion so are all and so 


will be all the Ministers ef the Colonies who wish 


to attend properly to the welfare of the Spanish 
nation,not granting favors to same to the injury of 
others,nor forcing the oly possessions remaining 
to us of the immense American territory left us by 
the illustrious genovese ,into confusion,ruin and 


consequent emancipation. 


Editor: Do you believe such a case possible ? 


Mr.BECERRA:- Why not ! Have we not already had a war for 


the independence of Cuba,in which the lives of thou- 


sands of men and millions of dollars have bean spent / 


leaving in its train a seed that does not fructify, 


because the hope of better days keeps it down; but 


for ever so 11ittlé the ground be scratched,it will 


sprout out again more vigereous and more terrible 


than ever from being nourished, 8@ t© 88Y, by the sap 
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of dis@ppointment and desesperation.?. 
Editor. It is said that the McKinley bill points to that. 


Mr. BECERRA. - Something of that sort glimmers upwards from 
the bottom of that bill. The Monroe doctrine favor- 
ed by Blaine and almost put into practice by McKin- 
ley,shakes menacingly over the head of almost every 
Buropean possession in America,and this is one rea- 
son more for our not carrying tines teo far in Cuba. 
The Island of Cuba is like untp a delicate maiden 
recovering through careful nursing from a long and 
painful illness,when all ef a sudden she receives a 
crushing blow from a McKinley bill,an attack of pul- 


monary congestion,as it were,complicating anew her 


condition and spreading the fear,from the danger of 
the disease and state of the patient,that she may 
smother and die. You see that great care is needed 


to save her. 


A very pretty .comparison ; but it is,also, said, 


that that terrible tariff bill will disappear in a 


short time because of the opposition to it in the 


United States. If this occurs,then the dark clouds 


new hanging over Cuba will also disappear,and a free 
arrangement could be made in favor of the interests 
of Spain,without injury to those of Cube and Porto 


Rico. 


Mr. BECERRA. I wish it were so ! But I consider it as an 


optimistic presumption and therefore without any 


solid foundatien. The north americans do nothing 


that does not carry with itself the condition ef un- 


questionable stability,They are indefatigable in 
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their manner of theught and action. The democrats 


may have a majority in the House at Washington, but 
what about the Senate ? There was much more opposi- 
tion and scandal when the law against slavery was 
promulgated : it cost a devastating war,millions 
were ¢quandered,atrocities were committed, but the 


law was maintained. You mst not expect the United 


States to fall back when they once take a step for- 


ward. 


Editor. It is believed that with respect to sugar and tobac- 


co they must ,in the end, supply themselves from 


Cuba. 


Mr. BECERRA. I will not say that in the beginning they will 
not buy a part of their supplies from the Island, 
but you let two years pass without our making con- 
cessions to them,and you will see how they will sup- 


ply themselves with all the sugar and tobacco they 


need from their own domestic resources. 


Editor. - So you consider it but little less than impossible

In continuation of my despatch number 1114 of the 
50th ultimo,enclosing a translation of the exposition 
Gated the 15th of the same,addressed to the Spanish 
Cortes by the Chamber of Commerce of the city of St. 
Jago de Cuba,in its own name,and in that of the Chamber 
of Havana, against the increase of taxation inserted 
in the Budget of Cuba correspogiding to the fiscal year 
of 1890-91,I now have the honor to accompany my trans- 
lation of the exposition,dated the 10th ultimo,addressed 
to the Cortes by the Chamber of Commerce of Havana,with 
the like object of opposing the purpose of the Ministry 
of the Colonies to lay heavier taxes on the labor, 
capital,agriculture,industry and commerce of this 


Island. 


On presenting to the Department this translation 


of the Exposition of the Chamber of Commerce of Havana, 


I cannot but crave its attention,in connection therewith,

to my despatch number 724 of the 8th of August,and its 
supplemnet number 733 of the 12th of September, 1878; 
because both expositions,the one of the Chamber of 
Commerce of St.Jago de Cuba,and the other of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Havana,are but timely and 


authoritative confirmations of the industrial and com- 


mercial decay forecast in those despatches, and, theical- 
culated as having to take place within a short series 
of years in this Island,from the economic fallacies 


underlying its public administration. 


I desire also to ask the special attention of the 
Department to the paragraph marked (1) on page 12 of 
this translation,referring to the law of the 20th of 
July,1882,having for its object the establishment of a 
coastwise trade between Spain and the ftsland of Cuba. 
I have already,in previous despatches, pointed out 
the absurdity of this project for the subordination 
of the natural law governing the exchange of the prodcuts 
of human labor to special mundane legislation. Cuba, 


from necessity,is compelled to sell nearly all her crops 


of sugar,molasses and tobacco in the United States,a 
foreign country; because the Mother Country, Spain,has 
no market of her own to offer Cuba for their vent. 


Therefore,to force Cuba to buy in Spain,with the proceeds 


of her crops sold in the United States,under the im- 


position (2) of onerous duties on foreign goods io 


favor (3) the importation of those of Spain into Cuba, 


is only equivalent to legislating on the part of the 
Spanish Government in favor of foreign sugar producing 
countries against Cuba. At this point of the exposition, 
the economics of the Chamber of Commerce of Havana 

are lamentably at fault. The only country,with which 
the Island of Cuba can sustain a free, prosperous, and 
strictly reciprocal coastwise trade,is the United 

States. Because,it is there where she must seil her 
products,and it is,therefore,in the United States, 

where she must buy the greatest part of her supplies, 

if h-r inhabitants wish to obtain the full measure of 

the exchangeable value of their exports in the purchase 
of their imports; the value of an article of commerce 
being al ways extrinsic and mot intrinsic,and measurable in 


the terms of the other article for wiiich it may exchange. 


Illustratively: it would be very hard on the 
farmers of Montgomery and Prince George's counttes, 
Maryland,and Alexandria and Fairfax counties,Virginia, 
if after selling their truck in the market of Washington 
city,they were in the one case forced by the laws of 
Maryland to ,;0 to Baktimore; and in the other by the laws 
of Virginia,to go to Richmond,with:the proceeds of 
their sales in Washington,to buy their family supplies , 
with the consequent loss in price,time and distance, 
instead of being allowed to supply themselves on the 
spot. This is“*but a homely illustration of the in- 


tention,with respect to Cuba,of the spanish law of 


commercial relations of the 20th of July,1882. Its

THE RECLAMATION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


What had to occur,has occurred, for some time,ever 
since the Reciprocity Treaty with the United States 
went into operation,on seeing the arbitrary mode with 
which the erroneous interpretations given to the 
plainest clauses by each customs official,from the col- 
lector down,created of his own will into legislator, 
falsifying the spirit and tergiversating even the very 
text itself of the Treaty, on seeing that no declaration 
of entry could be presented to the custom house without 
giving rise to disputes and protests,many of which we 
have reproduced and commented,we understood that a day 
would come,when the Government of the United States, * 
tired out with so many reclamations,the most of which 
are well founded,would exact,not only the fulfillment 
of the agreement,but also an indemnity for the parties 
injured by the arbitrary and erroneous interpretations 


given tothe clauses of the agreement. | 


If we are to judge by the last telegrams received 


from Madrid,it appears that the Government of the 


United States has established a reclamation against 
Spain,in consequence of the past and continued undue 
collection of duties on certain american goods in this 


Island. 


It is said,besides,that the Govermment of the 


United States asks for the return of those duties 


wrongfully collected,amount ing to four and one half mil- 


lions of dollars. 


Their return,if asreed upon,will naturally be 
mece for account of the Cuban Treasury, and the tax 
payers will have to hear it in addition to the heavy 
budget of $26.000.000,the financial crisis,paralization 
of sugar and tohacco,glanders in the cities,bandits in 
the country,and other adversities just as great,as well 
as that of having to return the shares of the fines, 
double duties etc., etc., that have been pocketed and 


spent so mirthfully by the officials who were so quick
